The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 2, lines 1-2, delete the phrase "the buffered data is transmitted" has been 
replaced with — the buffered data is received — 

In claim 4, lines 1-2, delete the phrase "said receiver" has been replaced with — said 
digital video broadcast receiver — 

In claim 8, line 2, delete the phrase "said receiver a predefined interval of time 
subsequent to said powering-up said receiver" has been replaced with — said digital video 
broadcast receiver a predefined interval of time subsequent to said powering-up said digital 
video broadcast receiver — 

In claim 9, line 2, delete the phrase "said transmission burst" has been replaced with — 
said digital video broadcast transmission burst — 

In claim 14, line 2, delete the phrase "said transmission burst" has been replaced with -- 
- said digital video broadcast transmission burst — 
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In claim 14, line 3, delete the phrase "said transmission burst" has been replaced with -- 

- said digital video broadcast transmission burst — 

In claim 17, lines 2-3, delete the phrase "wherein the transmission burst and said 
second transmission burst" has been replaced with — wherein the digital video broadcast 
transmission burst and said second video broadcast transmission burst — 

In claim 25, line 2, delete the phrase "said transmission burst" has been replaced with -- 

- said digital video broadcast transmission burst — 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 8-9, 12-17, 19-20, 22-30, 52 and 54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 19, the prior art fails to teach "receiving buffered data as 
a digital video broadcast transmission burst in a time-slicing signal, the buffered data 
corresponding to a first portion of an information stream, said digital video broadcast 
transmission burst having a duration smaller than the duration of said first portion of 
said information stream", as cited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 54, the prior art fails to teach "means for receiving buffered data 
as a digital video broadcast transmission burst in a time-slicing signal, the buffered data 
corresponding to a first portion of an information stream, said digital video broadcast 
transmission burst having a duration smaller than the duration of said first portion of 
said information stream", as cited in the claim.
